Mj Lord , 

M R. Cole and I were lately in the Mountains, 
v, here l h - .l difeovered a M rble Quarry.- The 
Country wherein it Ives is fo ftrange for the Natural 
Wonders in it, that ’t would make a little Hiftory to 
ederibe ali that is to be feen. It lies on the North- 
ad: of Calcagh , in the Parifh Kila/ber, and County of 
Eermamgh. There are Marble Rocks, whole Perpendi¬ 
cular 
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cular Height is fifty or fixty Feet, discovered by Sub’ 
terraneous Rivers, which, by degrees, have wa fil’d a- 
way the Earth and loofe Stones, and difeovered theft; 

mighty Rocks, There are many great Pits fallen in 
on the fides of the great Mountain 5 feveral of them 
in a fmall Compafs of Ground, Fo that it is dangerous 
travelling near them. There are many Caves form’d, 
fome very large, the Sides and Arches of Marble 5 fotne 
of a Liver-colour, varied with white in many little Fi¬ 
gures ; fome of a light Blue varied with White ; but I 
could find no entire White or Black among them.
